Dear Dr. Wilson: 

We have your letter of August 13th. 

Our land and U.B.L. records contain some references to members of the 
Mordoff (or Murdoff) family, though they do not give all the information you 
require. 

An entry dated 18 November 1797 in Upper Canada Land Book C (published 
in the Ontario Archives Report, 1931) reads: "Margaret Murdoff. Praying for 
lands as a loyalist. Recommended for 200 acres as a U.E. Loyalist." A fiat 


of the same date states that this grant was made, but unfortunately does not 
give the location of the land. 


Our U.E.L. book (compiled from various sources in the Archives) lists 
the following as the family of George Murdoff of Fredericksburg, Sergeant 
in the King's Royal Regiment of New York: 


Daughter, Nancy, married Happa Farris Goodsell of Fredericksburg, 
November 22, 1800. 0.6. 28 February 1799. 


Son, John of Fredericksburg. 0.0. 8 July 1801 and 28 February 1835. 


(?) Daughter, Catharine, married John McCall of Murray. 0.C. 28 October 
1835. 


Daughter, Lucy, married James Russell, Storrington. 
Son, George of Fredericksburg. 
Son, Thomas of Fredericksburg. 


You will notice that there are differences between this list and the one which 
you give, but it is possible that our list is incomlete,. 


We have fiats which show that Nancy Mordoff, daughter of George Mordoff, 
U.E., was granted 200 acres of land on 28 February 1799, and that John Murioff, 
child of George Murdoff, U.EB., was granted 200 acres on 8 July 1801. We have 
not been able to find the location of the land,
